Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that Kredo does not disclose converting a text message to an alternative text message because 
Kredo's conversion is from speech to text or vice versa. The Examiner disagrees. As Applicant notes, Kredo discloses converting 
RECOGNIZED SPEECH, i.e text, into an appropriate short hand representation which is also text. Kredo explicitly discloses this feature by 
teaching that a "server 26 can convert text from recognized speech and convert it into an appropriate short hand representation" (col. 8, 
lines 23-25). The speech is first applied to a speech recognition engine which outputs the text corresponding to the speech. The resulting 
text is then converted to the short hand representation. 
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
